Southern Baptist Convention. 
SECOND DAY. 
| Frmpay, May 10. 
This body opened this morning with 
a largely increased representation pre- 
sent. 
Rev. Wm. Hooper, D. D. LL. D., and 


Rev Basil Manly, D. D. LL. D.,-appear-. 


ed and took seats. : 


The Convention met at 9 o’clock aud 


to a decision of yesterday, 
a 


devoted half an hour to religious ser- 
vices, Dr. Brantley presiding. 

The meeting was addressed briefly 
by Dr. Basil Maply, and Rev. W. H. 
Buckner, Indian Missionary. | 

At 94 o’clock the President, Dr. 
Boyce, called the Convention to order 
for the dispatch of business. : 

The minutes of yesterday was read, 
corrected and approved. 

Rev. Mr. Cote, Missionary to Rome, 
Italy, was introduced and requested to 
address the Convention. He took the 
stand and after reading and interpreting 
three letters which he had recently 
received from Baptist pastors in Italy, 
continued : 

I am indebted to my goud friends the 
Jesuits ot Rome for the pleasure of be 
ing here to-day. They have obliged 
me tocome tothis country to enter 
into fellowship, and request your aid 
and co-operation in giving the gospel 
to Italy. Three or four times, bygthe 
crafty counsels of the Jesuits, we have 
been driven out from our hired rooms, 
and obliged to change our place of 
worship in Rome, and I cannot blame 
the Italian government for it. We are 
freein Rome as you arecin America. 
There is a particular stipulation in the 
Italian constitution, called the statuto, 
wnich guarantees perfect religious tole- 
ration throughout Italy. 

But halt of Rome belongs to the 
priests or Jesuits. The other half be- 
longs to the nobility and the merchants. 
The nobles were created by pontifical 
authority, and are influenced by pon- 
tifical agents. The merchants are wil- 
ling to rent or lease their houses to the 
highest bidder, whether Protestant or 
Catholic. But the Catholics, who are 
willing to make any sacrifice of money 
or time, who are willing to shed the 
last drup of their blood to thwart our 
purpose, will interpose, offer higher 
rates of rent than we bargain for, and 
thus compel the Courts to deprive us of 
our places of worship. If we had half 
the determination of our foes in Italy— 
half their earnestness, we would succeed. 
We must be in earnest. The devil is in 
earnest, the Pope is in earnest, the 
priests are in earnest in all their efforts 
to undermind us, and we should be in 
earnest. 

God has thrown open Italy for the 
reception of the gospel. The people of 
the South should build a church of 
their own there, so that the Italians 
might look upon our work as perma- 
nent and not temporary, as it appeared 
now; that house would be protec:ed 
by the U. S. flag, 


The speaker did not belicve the tem- 
poral power of the Pope would ever 
be restored in Rome. The people had 
been deposed and restored before. WNa- 
poleon had overrun all Europe, but 
then Italy and Germany and other 
countries were divided. Now Italy and 
Germany were united and united to- 
cether. He had no faith in man, 
but he believed in God’s word, and 


| 


that predicted the final overthrow of | 


the temporal power of anti-Christ. We 
liad shepherds and flocks in Rome, but 
had no folds. The people were willing 
to make sacrifices to build houses for 
themselves. We have no house in Rome, 
and have greater need for them there 
than here. Brothers from the North 
had proposed to build a Baptist house 
in Rome, but he wanted the Southern 
Baptists to do this. Then it would be 
theirown church and their own pro- 
perty. 

Dr. Cote was tollowed in a few perti- 
nent remarks, during and after which 
tiie sum of $20,000 was pledged by tlic 
delegates trom the different Southern 
States, with the assuranee that the 
Baptist of the North would contribute 
$20,000 more to build a Baptist Church 
in Rome. 


Rev. H. A. Tupper, Secretary of the 
Foreign Mission Board next addressed 
the Convention on the importance of 
this subject,proposing that ten delegates 
from each State agree to pledge their 
ccnstituences for $2,000 each for the 
Rome Mission. 

The following responses wcre prompt- 
ly made :

Daring the call for the State of Mis- 
souri, Dr. J. B. Jeter, of Richmond, Va., 
stated that this mode of assessment 
was unequal, That all the States could 
raise the $2,000, but that larger States 
with a large Baptist population could 
and would contribute much more. He 
hoped the Convention would rise, as 
one man, and pledge the amount neces- 
sary. He would take the initiative by 
standing over 6 feet 2 inches, and pledg- 
ing himself to go his full length in the 
accomplishment of the great design. 
Stirred by the speaker’s enthusiasm the 
whole body arose at his suggestion. 

Prayer by Rev. Dr. Jeter. 


Col. J. M. Heck proposed that the 
Sabbath Schools raise $1,000 towards 
this fund, pledging the Raleigh School 
as its Superintendent, for $100.
